Speaker Randall has had a conversa- 


tion with Senator Bayard on the sub- 
ject. Mr. Bayard told him that if 
every other member of the Democratic 
party, in both Houses, should consent 
to such action as would prevent the 
completion of the count, it would not 
cause him to depart from what he 
believed to be his duly, as he consid 
ered it, was to stand fairly and honora- 
bly by the provisions of the Electoral 
bill. A canvass of the Democratic 
side of the Senate shows that, at the 
outside, there are not half a dozen sens 
ators of that faith who favor anything 
that looks like filibustering.

waiting in vain for Mr. Tilden to shape 
one for them.

The compilation of a history, to tbe in- 


eiperieuced writer, is a work attended 
with many difficulties, and, strange as it 


ay seem, the difficulties appear to be 


greater in proportion to the siuallneas of 
he territory whose hittory is to be writ- 
en,. 
The story of a nation's lile affords a 


'ariety of subjects and a breadth of scope 
which are entirely wanting in the history 
of a neighborhood, and the man who 
essays to write the annals of a single local- 
ty finds himself, therefore, without the 
material whioh comes readymadp tn the 
baud of a Bancroft or a Motley. The 
book before us was prepared under such 
disadvantages as these, and the author 
tales in his preface some of the difficulties 
mder which he has labored, in having to 
lepend upon the faulty recollection of in 
dividuals now becoming aged and infiim, 
or tbe data upon which to prepare his 
history 
Without the aid of public rec- 


ords, without any written preservation of 
'acts relating to incidents of great interest 
n the ear'y settlement of the county, the 
author has, nevertheles, given to the pub- 
ic an exceedingly readable book, and one 
which will preserve for the future the story 
of the pioneers of this now populous por- 
,ion of Illinois. 


The work opens with a fine poem by 


ttrs. II. L. Cam, entitled "Memorial 
iini-e," ia which tbe gifted writer pays a 


handsome tribute to the hardy men and 
self-sacriflcing women who laid the foun 
datloas of our present prosperity and cir- 
.lizalion. Then follows a brief sketch of 
:he Indians of Illinois; its discovery, set- 
tlement, government, etc. 
The second 


chapter relates to the settlement of Macon 
county, its organization and bounda- 
ries, tho location of Decatur, together 
with amusing and instructive Incidents 
relating to the trials of the early pio- 
neers. In this chapter the author de- 
scribes the "ager"—that terrible scourge 
of Ihe then frontier—with a vividness 
and correctness which will be apprecia- 
ted by all whe have "been there." The 
third chapter relates exclusively to the 
officers of the county, from ,its organi- 


ation up to 1876, giving the names of 
the various incumbents, with a brief 
sketch «f each. Another chapter is de- 
voted to the military history of the 
ounty, giving the names of the volun- 
teers who weat from Macon county to 
the Black Hawk War, the Mexican 
War, and the late war. Chapter "> is de- 
voted to incidents connected with the 
early history of the county—among 
them "the deep snow"—together with 
a graphic description of the manners and 
customs of the early settlers, their modes 
of amusement, etc. The various church 
organizations of the county have a chap 
tcr devoted to them, while another is 
devoted to our industrial interests, and 
another to the educational history of the 
county. Another gives sketches of the 
several towns in the county, with the 
names of their respective officers. 
The 


last chapter is given up to biographical 
sketches of settlers who came here prior 
to 1838, 
and tliiir children, among 


which we find the names of hundreds 
living in the county to-day, while the 
roster also contains the names of scorci 
who li ive "gone over to Join the major 
ity " 1'iuminent among the sketches is

Violent Death of * Pruminpiit Citizo i. 


An accident occurred this morning nt 


IAHII; Creek Station, on the I, D. & 8 
rUilroad, which resulted in the death uf
